ADOPTED NEW INSURANCE RATES 


Pennsylvania United Workmen Make 
Change In Schedule. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Sept. 8. — A new 
"level" system of insurance rates for 
members of the order has been adopt- 
ed by the grand lodge of Pennsylvania 
of the Ancient Order of United Work- 
men, in session here.

FOR INSURGENTS 


Havana, Sept. 11.—President Palma 
Issued a decree suspending all consti­ 
tutional guarantees, with special ref- 
firence to articles 15, 16, 17, 19. 22. 23. 
ti and 27, In the provinces of Pinar 
del Rio, Havana and Santa Clara, The 
law enforcing public order, which is 
equivalent to martial law, also is put 
in immediate eftect in the three prov­ 
inces named. 
A supplemental decree has been is­ 
sued suspending the decree of August 
28, pardoning repentant rebels, and 
ordering that all rebels be arrested 
and jailed. 
Co-incident with the issuance of the 
decrees, w^hich followed the decision 
not to yield to the peace demands, the 
government 
ordered 
the arrest of 
practically every prominent 
Liberal. 
Alfredo Zayas, president of the Liberal 
party, and several others have, disap­ 
peared. 
When the news of the issuance ol 
these decrees reached the veterans* 
peace committee, which was in session 
at the home of General Menocal, there 
was immediate and almost unanimous 
denunciation of President Palma and 
other members of the government.

GRADE CROSSING HORROR 


Three 
Killed 
and 
Twenty 
Injured 
When Train Hit Trolley Car. 
Philadelphia, Sept 8.—Three men 
were killed and a score of others in­ 
jured in a grade crossing accident at 
25th street and Passyunk avenue, near 
the Atlantic Refining company's plant. 
A trolley car containing about 50 pas­ 
sengers, all men returning from work 
at the oil refinery, was struck by a 
train of empty tank cars on tho Penn­

railroad.

ADOPTED NEW INSURANCE RATES 


Pennsylvania United Workmen Maks 
Change In Schedule. 
Pittsburg, Pa., Sept, 8. — A new 
**level" system of Insurance rates for 
members of the order has been adopt­ 
ed by the grand lodge of Pennsylranl« 
of the Ancient Order of United Work­ 
men, in session here. The new sched­ 
ule differs from that formerly in use, 
in that it increases tho rate for those 
who Join the order between the ages 
of 55 and 70 years of age. There also 
is a change in the rates for those of 
other ages, the new schedule provid­ 
ing for a fixed rate by the year. 
Rates are fixed for $500, $1000 and

The adventures of three 
young 
Germans on the Jungfrau have been 
the topic of much discussion and the 
cause of great anxiety at Grlnden- 
wald. 
A few days ago the three 
young men, two of whom have had 
considerable Alpine experience, while 
the third, an Alsatian. Is a novice, 
started without a guide to make one 
more of those foolish attempts at 
a big climb unaided which have been 
&o common and so fatal this season. 
Leaving Lauterbrunnen 
in the af- 
ternoon 
they passed the night 
at 
Hottal 
cabin. 
A storm, however, 
overtook them on the way up, a nlg- 
nal of danger which no prudent Al- 
pinist would have failed to profit by. 
At 2 a. m. the next morning, though 
bad weather was threatening, they 
resumed their march. 
The Alsatian 
listen to 
tile advice 
of his more 
experienced 
companions. 
Three 
was already showing signs of dis- 
tress, but refused to go back or to 
hours afterward 
a blinding snor:- 
storm broke over them, 
rendering 
progress both dangerous and dlfll- 
cult, and blotting out all signs of 
the track and landmarks. 
Plodding 
doggedly on, however, the trio man- 
aged to reach the Sllberhorn slopes, 
a little below the summit, where they 
were compelled to pass the night.

gether and almost frozen, the three 
waited for dawn. 
The snow, how- 
ever, still fell pitilessly ail next day 
and the day following; progress or 
retreat was impossible, and a second 
night, and then a third, had to be 
faced in the icy shelter. 


The Alsatian, unable to stand the 
bitter cold, began to complain 
of 
severe pains In his feet, a well-known 
sign of evil 
omen among 
snow- 
climbers. 
Next morning 
his two 
companions emerged from their ref- 
uge to find the weather still and 
clear, and completed the ascent, re- 
turning to find their companion evi- 
dently In great pain and quite un- 
able to move. 
The two others there- 
upon set off for the Concordia but, 
half leading and half carrying their 
unfortunate 
comrade.

the 
half-frozen man was left while one 
of his friends hastened down to the 
Eggishonn 
Hotel. 
A relief 
party 
was at once sent out, i*nd with great 
difficulty 
the tufferer 
was borne 
down to the hotel. 
Both his feet 
were frozen and his condition 
for 
some time caused th« greatest anx- 
iety, 
Meantime, from the Lauter- 
brunnen side search parties were at 
work hunting for the missing men, 
who, it was believed, could not have 
lived through 
three days of such 
weather on the Icy heights of the 
Jungfrau. 
It is said to be the first 
time that a climbing party has ever 
emerged safely from so prolonged a 
stay below the surface of the glacier 
Ice.—Geneva Correspondence of Pall

When the jam is 
done put into jars.

Steam three or four 
hours and bake half an hour. 


Macaroni Balls—Mince a pint 
of 
cold boiled macaroni and add- to a 
cup of scalded milk, one taplespoon- 
ful of butter, one tablespoonful grated 
cheese and one tablespoonful of flour. 
Season to taste with salt and cayenne,, 
one tablespoonful grated cheese and 
add the beaten yolk of an egg. Cook 
a minute, then

cool. 
Form into small balls, dip in beaten 
egg, roll In bread crumbs and fry 
in deep 'hot fat.

For Raspberry Jam—Select 
rasp­ 
berries which are perfectly ripe, weigh 
them, and allow a pound of sugar to 
a pound of fruit. 
Mash the sugar 
and fruit together. 
Put Ihe whole 
Into a preserving kettle over a clear 
fire. 
Stir frequently, and skim as it 
boils. 
It will take from three-quar- 
ters to one hour to cook. When done 
put it in small pots or glasses, and 
when cold cover with brandy paper, 
and tie close or paste paper over. 
This Is the way the famous cooks in 
olden days used to -make Jam. 
Sponge Cake With Hot 
Water— 
Yolks of five eggs, two cups of pow- 
dered sugar, well beaten together; 
next three-quarters of a cup of boiling 
water, two cupfuls of flour, a pinch of 
salt, two heaping teaspoonfuls of bak­ 
ing powder and flavoring to 
taste. 
Beat the whites of the eggs to a froth. 
The cake is best cut with a fork. 
Peggotty’s 
P u d d in g— Four ounces, 
of flour, four ounces of suet, rind and 
Juice 
of 
lemon, 
tablespoonful 
of 
treacle, one ounce of candied peel, one 
teaspoonful milk. 
Boil three and a 
quarter hours, sifted -sugar 
to 
be 
strewn over before serving. 
Strawberry Jam—Look over very 
carefully some small or crushed straw* 
berries, see that they are nice and 
clean. Wielgh and to every two pounds 
of fi’ult add one and one-half pounds 
of sugar. 
Put both fruit and sugar 
into a pan and crush slightly with 
a wooden spoon. Then place the pan- 
over the fire and let it get hot gradu­ 
ally and simmer a little. Test a lit­ 
tle on a spoon and see if it Jells. It 
should be -stirred occasionally while 
boiling, and if any scum rises tako it 
off with a spoon. 
When the jam is 
done put Into jars. When quite cold 
place papers wet v/ith brandy on the 
top of each par and cover tightly. 
Keep in a cool, dry place. 
Snow Balls—One cup of sugar, two 
eggs, four tablespocnfuls sweet milk 
one heaping teasnoonful of 
baUin? 
powder, flour suilicient to work Into 
balls. 
Fry In lard and when done 
dip in white of egg, then in powdered 
sugar until white. 
Brown Joe Bread—Two cupsful oI 
corn-meal, two cupsful of white iiour, 
one cupful of molasses, one cupful ol 
sour milk, one teaspoonful salt, one 
teaspconful soda. Steam three or four 
hours and bake half an hour. 
Macaroni Balls—Mince a pint 
of 
cold boiled macaroni and add- to a 
cup of scalded milk, one taplespoon- 
ful of butter, one tablespoonful grated 
cheese and one tablespoonful of flour. 
Season to taste with salt and cayenne,, 
one tablespoonful grated cheese and 
add the beaten yolk of an egg. Cook 
a minute, then 
turn out 
to 
cook 
Form Into small balls, dip in beaten 
egg, roll In bread crumbs and fry 
in deep hot fat. 
Little Currant Cakes—Stir 
to 
cream three cupsful of 
sugar 
and 
three-fourths of a cup of butter, add 
one cupful of sour-milk, four eggs, five 
cupsful of flour, one teaspoon of soda 
"Kouta loula!" (Loosethe brake!) 

Mix 
stop the sliding now.

MODERN CH.\IN CABLES. 


Hugo Links Made to Hold Giant 
Ocean Linors. 
Apropos of the massive chain ca* 
bles made for the new Cunard liners. 
Shipping Illustrated gives some in­ 
teresting facts. 
In the illustration is shown three 
of thi» links of a huge cable made in 
Wales 
for the 
Cunard 
Steamship 
Company. 
The iron is 3 % in. diam eter at the 
smallest part of the link. 
Each linli 
measures about 22% in. in length, 
and weighs, with tho crucible cast 
steel stud, about 160 pounds. 
Re­ 
cently the Cunard Company gave no­ 
tice that they required come links to 
be tested to destruction, and three 
links were cut off the cable as made 
and sent to Lloyd’s Proving House at 
Netherton. 
The san'i^le was first tested to the 
British Admiralty proof strain of 
189.8 tons, at which strain each link 
elongated not quite one-quarter of 
an inch. 
T lo 
statutory 
breaking 
strain of 265.' tons was next applied, 
and the links were further elongated 
about 
three-quarters 
of 
an 
inch. 
After this an attem pt was made to 
test the sample “to destruction," but 
the full power of the testing machine 
at 350 tons failed to accomplish this 
result; indeed, it is understood the

actual tension applied was over 370 
tons. 
On a careful examination of 
the links, no sign of fracture or de­ 
fect of any kind could be found. The 
strain applied was about ninety per 
cent,

The two main cables for the 
new Gunarder consists of two lenghts, 
each 165 fathoms, i. e., a total length 
of 330 fathoms, of 1980 feet, in fif­ 
teen-fathom lengths, Joined together 
by twent. vwo joining shackles, and 
with anchor shackles for connecting 
to the anchors. 
The weight of the 
cable is 122 tons. 
Chain that will stretch Instead of 
snap in a sudden strrin is necessary 
for cables.

Interesting Toy. 
The simple principle used to spin 
a top has been applied to a new toy 
by a Texas inventor. 
He calls it the 
whirligig. 
As shown here, the frame 
is open on all sides, the top and bot­ 
tom being solid pieces of wood. 
Ex­ 
tending through the centre ip a shaft, 
v.hich projects quite a distance above 
the top of the frame. 
Within the 
frame, securei tq the shaft near the 
end, is a circular platform, on which 
th s figures are placed. 
Suspended 


from the top of tho shaft are cords, 
the ends of which are attached to a 
small bar. 
The operation is as fol­ 
lows: 
The cord is wound around 
the shaft, leaving only sufficient room 
to press on the bar with two fingers, 
one on each side

The food that his young stock gets 
is of the muscle and bone-forming 
variety, and It is like this all down 
tho line. 


ROOTS FOR MILCH COWS. 


Prof. Hunt, of the Cornell station, 
suggests this rotation of roots: Cab­ 
bages for September, October and 
November; rutabages or hybrid tu r­ 
nips for December and January, and 
mangels for the rest of the winter. 
I would suggest for 
our latitude 
cabbage in October, turnips in No­ 
vember and mangels and beets the 
rest of the winter. 
Cabbage and 
turnips must always be fed imme­ 
diately after -nilking to avoid taint­ 
ing the milk. 
When mangels and 
beets are fed such precautions are 
not necessary. 


WHAT SILAGE W ILL DO, 


Mr. C. P. Goodrich, in a paper 
r^ad before a western dairy meeting, 
gave a detailed account of an inves­ 
tigation among fifty patrons of a 
certain creamery. 
Among a num ­ 
ber of other items ho mentions the 
following: There were five patron? 
having forty-five cows, who fed si­ 
lage last winter, and their average 
net profit was 1 16.74 per cow. There 
were forty-five patrons ha/ing 237 
cows", who did not feed silage, and 
their average net profits per cow 
was 
$5.57— $11.17 
less." 
Which 
means that with a he:d of fifteen 
cows, a silo will pay for itself the 
first season of its use. 


COMPETING WITH BREEDERS. 


In the Farm er and Stockbreeder 
a writer tells why the farmer should 
succeed better 
in horse 
breeding 
than the owners of tho big studs, 
if they will pay attention to quality 
and soundness in their stock. 
The 
farmer has an advantage because he 
can keep the mares at work, so they 
can earn their living, with a bit to 
spare. 
It Is rarely th at this can be 
managed at the big studs. 
Even 
when broken in at two or three years 
old the mares ought and may 
do 
profitable labor on the farm. 
Care 
must of course be used In working 
young horses. 
The farmer always 
has wholesome food at hand that 
does not cost, when all is told, above 
two-thirds— possibly not above half 
— what it costs at the large stud. 
Grass forage, corn, all are produced 
on the average farm cheaply, and a 
great deal of food th at could not 
profitably be m arketed can bo fed.

TO COOL A SICK ROOM.

PREPARATIONS FOR CANNING. 


Before commencing the work, have 
all requisite utensils, vessels and ne- 
cessities at hand and perfectly clean. 
Scales, jars, a strainer, 
colander, 
skimmer, 
sliver 
spoon, 
perforated 
wooden spoon, preserving kettle, jelly 
bag, measuring 
cup, funnel, tray, 
dishpan, towels, holders, and plenty 
of hot water and a big kitchen table. 
For a small far„ily select pint jars; 
for a large family-quart jars are bet- 
ter than half-gallon. Do not use old, 
still rubbers; they are not safe. 
Fill 
each jar full of water, seal and in- 
vert. 
It It leaks, do not use it, no 
matter how slight the leak. 
The 
trouble may be with the rubber, or 
the top, or some flaw in the* jar top. 
Remedy the evil if you can, but do 
not attempt to use until all leakage 
is stopped, using the rubber and top 


It is a fact not generally known, 
and yet one of peculiar significance, 
that the great seal of the United 
States, which was adopted in 1872, 
was suggested 
by a citizen of a 
country with which our 
own was 
then at war. 


The history of the great seal, and 
the dlfflcultles which beset 
those 
having in charge the matter of se- 
lecting it suitable and satisfactory 
design, 
is 
full of Interest. 
Soon 
after the Declaration of Indenpen- 
dence was signed, Benjamin Frank- 
lin, Thomas Jefferson and John Ad- 
ams were appointed a committee to 
prepare a groat seal for the Infant 
republic. 
They employed a French 
West Indian, named Du Slmltlere, 
to furnish designs 
and 
sketches; 
but, although a number were sug-# 
gested none proved satisfactory. 


Then each member of the cofn- 
mlttee was asked to submit a design. 
Franklin proposed 
for the device 
Moses lifting his wand and divid- 
ing the Red Sea and Pharaoh and 
his hosts overwhelmed with waters, 
and for a motto the words of Crom- 
well: "Rebellion to tyrants Is obe- 
dience to God." 
Adams proposed 
the choice of Hercules; the 
hero 
resting on a club, Virtue pointing 
to her rugged mountain on the one 
side and persuading him to ascend, 
and Sloth, on the other side, glanc- 
ing at her flowery beds and persuad- 
ing him Into vice. 
Jefferson pro- 
posed the children of Israel In the 
wilderness, led by a cloud by day 
and a pillar of fire by night, and on 
tho reverse side Henglst and Horsa, 
the Saxon chiefs from 
whom we 
claim the honor of being descended, 
and whose political principles and 
form of government 
we have as- 
sumed. Jefferson was then requested 
by his colleagues to combine their 
separate ideas Into one design, which 
he did; and this description, Ih his 
own handwriting. Is still on file In 
the State Department. 
This design 
consisted of a shield with six quar- 
terlngs. 
The first, gold, with an 
enameled rose, red and white, for 
England; the second, white, with a 
thistle in its proper color, for Scot- 
land; the third, green, with a harp 
of gold, for Ireland; 
the fourth, 
blue, with a golden Illy, for France; 
the Ofth, gold, with the Imperial 
black eagle of Germany; and the 
sixth, gold, with the Belglc crowned 
red lion, for Holland. 
These de- 
noted 
the countries 
from 
which 
America had been peopled. 


He proposed to place this shlfld 
within a red border, on which there 
should be thirteen white escutcheons, 
linked together 
by a gold chain, 
each bearing appropriate Initials, in 
black, of the thirteen original States. 
There were 
supporters 
on 
either 
side of the shield, the one on the 
right being the Goddess of Liberty 
in a corselet of armor, in allusion 


and the committee reported to the 
Continental Congress on August 10, 
177G; but, for some unaccountable 
reason, their report was never acted 
upon. 


Nothing further was done in the 
matter until March 21, 1770, when 
another 
committee, 
composed of 
Messrs. Lovell, 
of 
Massachusetts; 
Scott, of Virginia, and Houstoun, of 
Georgia, was appointed to make an- 
other device. 


They suggested a design four inches 
in diameter, one side of which should 
be composed of a shield with thir- 
teen diagonal red and white stripes. 
This shield was supported on one 
side by a warrior, holding a sword, 
and on the other by the figure of 
Peace bearing an olive branch. 
The 
crest was a radiant constellation' of 
thirteen States; motto, ''Bello vel 
Pace*'—"For War or Peace;" 
and

This device met with the same 
neglect at the hands of Congress as 
the former, and the matter remained 
in 
abeyance 
until 
1782, 
when 
another committee 
was appointed. 
They reported substantially the same 
device as the former committee, but 
this being still unsatisfactory. Con- 
gress, on the third day of 
June, 
1782, referred the whole matter to 
Its secretary, Charles Thomson. He 
in turn procured several 
devices, 
but they met with no better fate than 
their predecessors, and after vainly 
trying to perfect a seal which should 
meet 
the approval 
of 
Congress, 
Thompson received from John Ad- 
ams, then in London, an exceedingly 
simple and appropriate device which 
was suggested by Sir John Prest- 
wlch, a baronet of the west of Eng- 
land, who was an accomplished an- 
tiquarian and a warm 
friend of 
America. 
It consisted of an escutch- 
eon bearing thirteen 
perpendicular 
stripes, alternate red and white, with 
the chief'blue and spangled 
with 
thirteen stars. 
And to give It great- 
er consequence, he proposed to place 
the escutcheon on the breast of the 
American eagle, displayed, without 
support, as emblematic of self-re- 
liance. 


This device met with 
universal 
approval, in and out of Congress, 
and was adopted In 1782. 
It re- 
mains to this day the great seal of 
the United States, unchanged in the 
slightest degree from the day of its 
adoption. 
Stripped of heraldic tech- 
nicalities, it may be described as fol- 
lows: 


An escutcheon of thirteen perpen- 
dicular stripes, alternate 
red and 
white; a blue field; this escutcheon 
on the breast of an»American eagle, 
displayed, holding In Us right talon 
an olive branch, and in its left a 
bundle of thirteen arrows; 
in its 
beak a scroll inscribed 
with 
the 
motto, "E Plurlbus Unum." For the 
crest over the head of the eagle, 
which appears above the escutcheon, 
a golden glory breaking through 
a 
cloud of surrounding thirteen stars 
forming 
a constellation 
of white 
stars on a blue field. 


Tke reverse is an unfinished pyra- 
mid. 
In the zenith Is an eye In á 
triangle surrounded with a glory. 
Over the eye are the words, "An- 
nult coeptis,"—which may be freely 
translated as "God has favored the 
undertaking," 
On the base of the 
pyramid are the letters in Roman 
numerals, MDCCLXXVI, and under- 
neath is 
the motto 
"Novus ordo 
seclorum"—"A new order of 
the 
ages," denoting that a new order of 
things had commenced in the West- 
ern Hemisphere, 


Thus, after six years of fruitless 
effort, a very simple seal was adopted 
and yet remains the arms of the 
United States.—St. Nicholas.

TO COOL A SICK ROOM. 
“I would like to suggest through 
your paper to the thousands who are 
obliged to remain in town during 
the hot weather—especially to those 
caring for the sick— my plan for cool­ 
ing tke sick room. 
I place a pad 
made of a folded piece of old blanket, 
on the stone ledge of the window 
(which the sun keeps very hot), and 
keep it wet all day. The rapid evap­ 
oration keeps the stone perfectly cold, 
and the air passing over it is per­ 
ceptibly cooled, and gives much re­ 
lief to the invalid.—A Nurse, in the 
New York Times. 


THE GRAVEL PATH. 
To a tidy housewife a gravel walk 
is often an annoyance. 
Unless it is 
continually looked after it will get 
untidy, and then It does look so for­ 
lorn. In France the practical natives 
have invented a preparation with 
which they freely water gravel paths 
and roads and thus,save much time 
and many a backache. 
Here is the 
rule for it: 
Ten gallons of water, 
twenty pounds of lime, two pounds 
of .flour of sulphur. Boil all together 
In an iron kettle. 
When cold pour 
off the clear part and use on the 
walks, being very careful not to get 
any of the mixture on grass or flower 
beds.—Buffalo Times. 


PREPARATIONS FOR CANNING. 
Before commencing the work, have 
all requisite utensils, vessels and ne­ 
cessities at hand and perfectly clean. 
Beales, jars, a strainer, colander, 
skimmer, silver spoon, perforated 
wooden spoon, preserving kettle, jelly 
bag, measuring cup, funnel, tray, 
dlshpan, towels, holders, and plenty 
of hot water and a big kitchen table. 
For a small far^ily select pint jars; 
for a large family* quart jars are bet­ 
ter than half-gallon. Do not use old, 
stiff rubbers; they are not safe. Fill 
each jar full of water, seal and in­ 
vert. 
If It leaks, do not use it, no 
matter how slight the leak. 
The 
trouble may be with the rubber, or 
the top, or some flaw in the'jar top. 
Remedy the evil if you can, but do 
not attempt to use until all leakage 
is stopped, using the rubber and top 
with the jar that has been tested. 
Canning must be done right, or it is 
but a waste of time and material. 
Choose the cool, early morning for 
the work of putting up, but it is best 
to have the fruit gathered the night 
before, and remember, that fruit 
gathered on a rainy day, or while the 
dew is on it, will not keep well, and 
many find it almost, if not quite, im­ 
possible to make such fruit “jell." 
Fruits should be rather under-ripe 
than over-ripe, as it will make much 
better preserves and jellies and keep 
better, with better flavor. 
Remem­ 
ber, too, that you can get out of the 
can only what you put into it; poor 
fruits will make poor conserves.

Molasses Cake—Two eggs, one cup 
of molasses, one cup of sugar, two- 
thirds 
tablespoonful of 
soda, one 
tablespoonful of ginger and three 
cups of flour.

It is a fact not generally known, 
and yet one of peculiar significance, 
that the great seal of the United 
States, which was adopted in 1872, 
was suggested 
by a citizen of a 
country with which our 
own was 
then at war. 
The history of the great seal, and 
the dliTiculties which beset 
those 
having in charge the matter of se­ 
lecting ct suitable and satisfactory 
design, 
is 
full of interest. 
Soon 
after the Declaration of Indenpen- 
dence was signed, Benjamin Frank­ 
lin, Thomas Jefferson and John Ad­ 
ams were appointed a committee to 
prepare a groat seal for the Infant 
republic. 
They employed a French 
West Indian, named Du Simitiere, 
to furnish designs 
and sketches; 
but, although a number were sug-# 
gested none proved satisfactory. 
Then each member of the cofn- 
mittee was asked to submit a design, 
Franklin proposed 
for the device 
Moses lifting his wand and divid­ 
ing the Red Sea and Pharaoh and 
his hosts overwhelmed with waters, 
and for a motto the words of Crom­ 
well: “Rebellion to tyrants is obe­ 
dience to God.*’ 
Adams proposed 
the choice of Hercules; the 
hero 
resting on a club. Virtue pointing 
to her rugged mountain on the one 
side and persuading him to ascend, 
and Sloth, on the other side, glanc­ 
ing at her flowery beds and persuad­ 
ing him into vice. 
Jefferson pro­ 
posed the children of Israel in the 
wilderness, led by a cloud by day 
and a pillar of flre by night, and on 
the reverse side Henglst and Horsa, 
the Saxon chiefs from 
whom we 
claim the honor of being descended, 
and whose political principles and 
form of government 
we have as­ 
sumed. Jefferson was then requested 
by his colleagues to combine their 
separate ideas into one design, which 
he did; and this description, Ih his 
own handwriting, is still on file in 
the State Department. 
This design 
consisted of a shield with six quar- 
terings. 
The first, gold, with an 
enameled rose, red and white, for 
England; the second, white, with a 
thistle in its proper color, for Scot­ 
land; the third, green, with a harp 
of gold, for Ireland; 
the fourth, 
blue, with a golden lily, for France; 
the fifth, gold, with the Imperial 
black eagle of Germany; and the 
sixth, gold, with the Belgic crowned 
red lion, for Holland. 
These de­ 
noted 
the countries 
from 
which 
America had been peopled. 
He proposed to place this shlfld 
within a red border, on which there 
should be thirteen white escutcheons, 
linked together 
by a gold chain, 
each bearing appropriate Initials, in 
black, of the thirteen original States. 
There were 
supporters 
on either 
side of the shield, the one on the 
right being the Goddess of Liberty 
in a corselet of armor, in allusion 
to the then state of war, and hold­ 
ing a spear and cap in her right 
hand, while the left supported the 
shield. 
On the left was the Goddess 
of Justice, leaning on a sword in 
her right hand, and in her left a bal­ 
ance. 
The crest was the eye of 
Providence, In a radiant trlangel, 
whose glory extended over the shield 
and beyond the figures. 
The motto 
was “E Pluribus Unum—One out the 
many.** 
For the reverse, he pro­ 
posed the device of Pharaoh sitting 
in an open chariot, a crown on his 
head and a sword in his hand, pass­ 
ing through the waters of the Red 
Sea in pursuit of the Israelites— 
rays from a pillar of fire in a cloud, 
expressing the divine presence and 
command, beaming on Moses, who 
stands on the shore and, extending 
his hand over the sea, causes it to 
overwhelm Pharaoh and his follow­ 
ers. 
Motto: “Rebellion to tyrants 
is obedience to God.** 
Jefferson*s device met with the un­ 
qualified approval of his associates. 


and the committee reported to the 
Continental Congress on August 10, 
1776; but, for some unaccountable 
reason, their report was never acted 
upon. 
Nothing further was done in the 
matter until March 21, 1770, when 
another 
committee, 
composed of 
Messrs. Lovell, 
of 
Massachusetts; 
Scott, of Virginia, and Houstoun, of 
Georgia, was appointed to make an­ 
other device. 
They suggested a design four inches 
in diameter, one side of which should 
be composed of a shield with thir­ 
teen diagonal red and white stripes. 
This shield was supported on one 
side by a warrior, holding a sword, 
and on the other by the figure of 
Peace bearing an olive branch. 
The 
crest was a radiant constellation* of 
thirteen States; motto, “Bello vel 
Pace’*— “For War or Peace;** 
and 
the legend, 
“Seal of 
the United 
States.** 
On the reverse 
holding 
the 
staff 
and cap. 
Motto, “Sem­ 
per**— “Forever,** 
and underneath 
“MDCCLXXVI.** 
This device met with the same 
neglect at the hands of Congress as 
the former, and the matter remained 
in 
abeyance 
until 
1782, 
when 
another committee 
was appointed. 
They reported substantially the same 
device as the former committee, but 
this being still unsatisfactory, Con­ 
gress, on the third day of June, 
1782, referred the whole matter to 
its secretary, Charles Thomson. He 
in turn procured several 
devices, 
but they met with no better fate than 
their predecessors, and after vainly 
trying to perfect a seal which should 
meet 
the approval 
of 
Congress, 
Thompson received from John Ad­ 
ams, then in London, an exceedingly 
simple and appropriate device which 
was suggested by Sir John Prest- 
wlch, a baronet of the west of Eng­ 
land, who was an accomplished an­ 
tiquarian and a warm 
friend of 
America. It consisted of an escutch­ 
eon bearing thirteen perpendicular 
stripes, alternate red and white, with 
the chief ’ blue and spangled 
with 
thirteen stars. 
And to give it great­ 
er consequence, he proposed to place 
the escutcheon on the breast of the 
American eagle, displayed, without 
support, as emblematic of self-re­ 
liance. 
This device met with universal 
approval, in and out of Congress, 
and was adopted in 1782. 
It re­ 
mains to this day the great seal of 
the United States, unchanged in the 
slightest degree from the day of its 
adoption. 
Stripped of heraldic tech­ 
nicalities, it may be described as fol­ 
lows: 
An escutcheon of thirteen perpen­ 
dicular stripes, alternate 
red and 
white; a blue field; this escutcheon 
on the breast of an*American eagle, 
displayed, holding in its right talon 
an ollVe branch, and in its left a 
bundle of thirteen arrows; in its 
beak a scroll Inscribed 
with the 
motto, “E Pluribus Unum." For the 
crest over the head of the eagle, 
wkich appears above the escutcheon, 
a golden glory breaking through 
a 
cloud of surrounding thirteen stars 
forming 
a constellation 
of white 
stars on a blue field. 
Tke reverse is an unfinished pyra­ 
mid. 
In the zenith Is an eye in á 
triangle surrounded with a glory. 
Over the eye are the words, “An- 
nuit coeptls,**— which may be freely 
translated as “God has favored the 
undertaking,** 
On the base of the 
pyramid are the letters in Roman 
numerals, MDCCLXXVI, and under­ 
neath is 
the motto 
“Novus ordo 
seclorum**—“A new order of 
the 
ages,** denoting that a new order of 
things had commenced in the West­ 
ern Hemisphere, 
Thus, after sir years of fruitless 
effort, a very simple seal was adopted 
and yet remains the arms of the 
United States.—St. Nicholas.

chemical treatment, may be convert­ 
ed into sugar. 
But unprepared wood 
can have no value as food for the 
human organism, inasmuch as the 
digestive juices are not able to deal 
with it. 
A certain amount of woody 
pbre is thought to bo digested by 
the horse, by reason of the presence 
of a peculiar digestive secretion in 
his digestive canal which is able to 
convert cellular tissue into sugar. 
In the same way, wornout shirts 
and collars could be converted into 
food.

lieved that it was one of the 100 
trees planted by George^ Morgan in 
t e square in 1785. 
All were elms, 
brought'to this city from New York 
State at the suggestion of Samuel 
Vaughan, who took an especial in­ 
terest in the square. 
The number of largo trees in In­ 
dependence square has of late years 
been much rcduced by death, decay 
and storm 
The last signs of life 
in the elm v/hich has just been felled 
were noted last summer. 
It was a 
noble 
specimen of its kind, being 
about three feet in diameter and be- 
tv^een sixty and seventy feet high. 
It will require many years for the 
majority of the trees in the square, 
among 
which is the 
young elm 
planted by Gen. Grant, to reach this 
size.—Philadelphia Pubiic Ledger, 


The electric radiator of E. G. Riv- 
ers has a layer of finely powdered re­ 
tort carbon held between enameled 
iron plates, and kept in position by 
asbestos cardboard. 
A copper strip 
is led in at the centre, with another 
at each end, and a continuous cur­ 
rent is passed from the centre strip 
to the outer two. 
A current of eight

Non-actinic white light, first made

The domestic freight traffic of the 
Detroit River for the season of lake 
navigation for 1905 amounted to a 
total of 53,099,886 tons, of which 
39,991,085 
tons Avere 
southbound 
and 13,548,000 northbound. 
Of the 
southbound freight 32,900,685 tons 
were of iron ore and minerals, 1,- 
090,997 tons fiour, 3,170,928 tons 
of grain and flaxseed, 1,851,32 4 ton» 
of lumber and 971,151 tons of un­ 
classified freight. Coal was the prin­ 
cipal Item in the northbound freight, 
amounting to 11,928,158 tons. 
The 
difference between the amount of 
freight carried through the Detroit 
River and the Soo canals amounted 
to 9,368,406 tons in favor of the riv­ 
er, 
and 
6,156,059 
tons 
of that 
amount were in northbound freight. 
The trade through the Soo canals 
has doubled in seven years.—United 
States Consular Reports.

better 
tllan 
others on 
house«»

the 
knowledge of just what tints are best 
to use Isi therefore, rather haiy. 


One writer on paint, In a recent 
book, W s that etperlments seem to 
show that those colors which resist 
or turn back the heat rays of the 
sun will protect a house better than 
those which allow these rays to pass 
through the film. 


Thus red Is a good color because 
It turns back, or reflects, the 
red 
rays, and the red rays are the hot 
rays. 


In general, therefore, the 
warm 
tones are good and the cold tones are 
poor, so far as wear Is concerned. 
In choosing the color of paint for 
your 
house, 
select 
reds, 
browns, 
grays and olives which, considering 
the various tones these 
tints 
will 
produce, will give a wide range from 
which to choose. 


Avoid the harsh tints, such as cold 
yellows 
(like 
lemon), cold 
greens 
(like 
grass green, 
etc.), and 
the 
blues. 


It must be understood that no vir- 
tue is claimed for tints In themselves. 
Irrespective of the materials used in 
the paint. 
Any color will fade, and 
the paint will scale off, if adulterated 
white lead or canned paint is used, 
but If one is careful to use the best 
white lead—some well-known brand 
of a reliable manufacturer—and gen- 
uine linseed oil, the warm tints men- 
tioned above will outwear the samo 
materials tinted with the cold colors. 


Afraid of Fresh Air.

fresh air. 
From their living rooms, 
especially the "parlor," they rigidly 
exclude every approach of outdoor air

United States Is practically unlimited, 
and at the rate at which the pioduct 
is Increasing it cannot be long before 
the amount sold each year will reach 
100,000,000 gallons, about a gallon and 
a quarter per capita a year.—Mineral 
Water News.

Radishes are hardy plants, and the 
seed germinates and starts in a few 
days after being planted. 
They can 
bo grown now In a cold frame, pro- 
vided it is covered at night, and also

warmth 
underneath. 
The best radishes are those that are 
forced from the start, a i they will 
then be crisp and tender.

be had on the table early In the year 
and until late In the fall. 
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CHRYSANTHEMUM Í'UNGUS. 
About t i l s time of the year, and 
later, chrysanthemum 
plants 
are 
sometimes troubled 
with a fungus 
which appears upon the leaves as a 
brown spot. 
1.1s fungus is propa- 
gated 
by spores which, being 
like 
dust, are easily and readily carried 
by the air, and 
If affected 
leaves 
aro removed and burned when 
the 
disease first appears it will prevent 
spreading to other leaves and plants. 
When the disease prevails the plants 
should be sprayed with Bordeaux mix- 
ture. 
If this is not effectual the tops 
should be removed and burned. 
Af- 
fected leaves should not be allowed 
to fall to the ground and decay, as 
this will perpetuate the disease. 


SUN AND SITUATION. 


In choosing a site for an orchard, 
southern and 
southwestern 
expo- 
sures are the least favorable, vege- 
tation 
In the eprlng being 
earlier 
and liable to receive severe checks 
from frosts; while It also continues 
later in the fall, and the wood does 
not go into winter so well ripened. 
Should your soil 
rich no special 
fertilizer is necessary, but old soils 
depleted by cropping should be well 
manured 
before 
planting. 
Plow 
the manure under» and before setting 
out the 
trees thoroughly 
cultivate 
and pulverize the soil. 
Apples re- 
quire a rich, porous, dry soil, and 
should the subsoil be wet the 
field 
ought to be underdralned 
previous 
to planting, care being taken to run 
the drains between and equl-dlstant 
from the rows of trees. 
Clay, sandy 
and gravely loams with a clay 
or 
shale subsoil are well adapted 
for 
an orchard. 


HOW PRONG HORNS PÏGHT, 


ALPINE PLANTS IN AMERICA, 


The alpine plants worth 
growing 
In America are chiefly hardy peren- 
nial herbs that make tufts or rosettes, 
or carpet the ground with a continu- 
ous sheet of 
flowers. 
Examples are 
the famous gentians, pinks and prim- 
roses of Switzerland. 
These plants 
are not confined 
to the 
European 
Alps, but come from all high moun- 
tains and therefore. In horticultural 
literature, the word "alpine" has be- 
come so generalized that it is no 
longer 
capitalized. 


Unfortunately some om the choic- 
est alpines can be grown only in a 
special rockery, where they can have 
cool air, plenty of light, but without 
shade, with constant moisture, 
but 
perfect 
drainage. 
Yet 
there 
are 
plenty that can be grown In the ordi- 
nary border which are able to with- 
stand 
the 
alternate freezing and 
thawing of American winters. 
These 
are the subject of an article in the 
Garden Magazine. 


TOMATOES AS WALL FRUIT. 
Across the middle of our garden 
is a retaining wall five feet high and 
forty-fiive feet long, with the 
earth 
on the upper side level with the top. 
Early In the spring a row of holes 
was dug about a foot square and a 
foot deep,' three feet back from th« 
wall and filled to the top with fresh 
cow manure. 
As early as the wea- 
ther would permit a row of tomato 
plants was set halfway between that 
and the wall with the Idea of train- 
ing the vines down over 
the 
wall 
Instead of strking them 
up. 
The 
manure pits were kept well watered, 
but 
no wate 
was applied 
to 
the 
surface of 
the 
ground. 
The 
idea 
was that the water from the manure 
pits would find its way to the rooti 
of the vines. 
The vines grew thrift- 
ily and 
unusually 
vigorously, and 
naturally went down over the wall. 
They Boon reached the bottom 
and 
bore great clusters of tomatoes. The 
foliage entirely hid the wall, and the 
effect of the great bank of vines with 
the ripe tomatoes peeping out was 
pleasing. 
I h e 
sun 
shone directly 
against the wa.ll for many hours each 
day and as a result we picked the 
first ripe tomatOB.s June 15.—Charles 
A. Hartley, in the Garden Magazine.

I t Is not generally known— not 
•te n among painter«— why certain 
tints and colors wear much better 
than 
others on 
houses» 
and 
the 
knowledge of Just what tints are best 
to use ist therefore# rather hazy. 
One writer on paint. In a recent 
book» ijays that etperiments seem to 
show that those colors which resist 
or turn back the heat rays of the 
sun will protect a house better than 
those which allow these rays to pass 
through the film. 
Thus red is a good color because 
it turns back, or reflects, the red 
rays, and the red rays are the hot 
rays. 
In general, therefore, the warm 
tones are good and the cold tones are 
poor, so far as wear is concerned. 
In choosing the color of paint for 
your 
house, 
select 
reds, 
browns, 
grays and olives which, considering 
the various tones these tints will 
produce, will give a wide range from 
which to choose» 
Avoid the harsh tints, such as cold 
yellows (like 
lemon), cold 
greens 
(like 
grass green, etc.), and 
the 
blues. 
It must be understood that no vir­ 
tue is claimed for tints in thomselves. 
Irrespective of the materials used in 
the paint. 
Any color will fade, and 
the paint will scale ofP, if adulterated 
white lead or canned paint is used, 
but If one is careful to use the best 
white lead— some well-known brand 
of a reliable manufacturer— and gen­ 
uine linseed oil, the warm tints men­ 
tioned above will outwear the same 
materials tinted with the cold colors. 


Afraid of Fresh Air. 
People who were born and bred in 
the country and who still live there 
are, as a rule, curiously 
afraid 
of 
fresh air. 
From their living rooms, 
especially the '‘p a r l o r ,t h e y rigidly 
exclude every approach of outdoor air 
except at 
housecleaning 
time, and 
they are more cautious 
still 
as 
to 
Bleeping rooms. 
The 
farmers, 
in 
spite of their outdoor employment, 
suflfer not a little from consumption. 
It seems a pity when these country 
dwellers might have their lungs filled 
with pure, fresh air day and night, 
sleeping or waking, that the poison­ 
ed air they breathe at night should 
be allowed to offset the good effects 
obtained through the day’s work in 
the field. 
If the enlightened visitors, 
paying guests and summer boarders, 
who have learned that one’s manner 
of life rather than one’s place of liv­ 
ing may be depended upon to pre­ 
vent consumption would but circulate 
their knowledge in a practical way in 
country places their vacations would 
accomplish something besides a re­ 
freshing of their own health.—Boston 
Transcript. 


American Mineral Water. 
In 1890 about 47,000,000 gallons of 
mineral waters from springs In the 
United States were sold; 
In 
1900 
50.000.000 gallons, and In 1905 about 
75.000.000. 
The value at the point of 
shipment now reaches $12,000,000 a 
year, and taking Into account the ex 
pense of transit, bottling and the prof­ 
its of retailers, $20,000,000 must be 
expended each year for American min­ 
eral waters. 
The productiveness of 
the mineral water springs 
of the 
United States Is practically unlimited 
and at the rate at which the puoduct 
Is Increasing It cannot be long before 
the amount sold each year will reach 
100.000.000 gallons, about a gallon and 
a quarter per capita a year.—Mineral 
Water News. 


Sunday Rest in France, 
The aclion of the French Parlia­ 
ment In passing a bill with little op­ 
position making Sunday a day of ob­ 
ligatory rest has given very wide sat- 
isfac{;lon In that country.

PROTECTION FOR RADISHES. 
Radishes are hardy plants, and the 
seed germinates and starts In a few 
days after being planted. 
They can 
bo grown now In a cold frame, pro­ 
vided it is covered at night, and also 
contains enough 
fresh 
manure 
to 
create 
slight 
warmth 
underneath. 
The best radishes are those th at are 
forced from the start, as they will 
then be crisp and tender. 
They can 
be had on the table early in the year 
and until late In the fall. 


CHRYSANTHEMUM FUNGUS. 
About tils time of the year, and 
later, chrysanthemum 
plants 
are 
sometimes troubled 
with a fungus 
which appears upon the leaves as a 
brown spot. 
U- is fungus is propa­ 
gated by spores which, being like 
dust, are easily and readily carried 
by the air, and If affected leaves 
aro removed and burned when the 
disease first appears it will prevent 
spreading to other leaves and plants. 
When the disease prevails the plantó 
should be sprayed with Bordeaux mix­ 
ture. 
If this Is not effectual the tops 
should be removed and burned. 
Af­ 
fected leaves should not be allowed 
to fall to the ground and decay, as 
this will perpetuate the disease. 


SUN AND SITUATION. 
In choosing a site for an orchard, 
southern and 
southwestern 
expo­ 
sures are the least favorable, vege­ 
tation In the spring being earlier 
and liable to receive severe checks 
from frosts; while It also continues 
later in the fall, and the wood does 
not go into winter so well ripened. 
Should your soil I ? flch no special 
fertilizer Is necessary, but old soils 
depleted by cropping should be well 
manured 
before 
planting. 
Plow 
the manure under» ftnd before setting 
out the trees thoroughly cultivate 
and pulverize the soil. 
Apples re­ 
quire a rich, porous, dry soil, and 
should the subsoil be wet the field 
ought to be underdrained previous 
to planting, care being taken to run 
the drains between and equl-dlstant 
from the rows of trees. 
Clay, sandy 
and gravely loams with a clay or 
shale subsoil are well adapted for 
an orchard. 


ALPINE PLANTS IN AMERICA. 
The alpine plants worth growing 
In America are chiefly hardy peren­ 
nial herbs th at make tufts or rosettes, 
or carpet the ground with a continu­ 
ous sheet of flowers. 
Examples are 
the famous gentians, pinks and prim­ 
roses of Switzerland. 
These plants 
are not confined 
to the European 
Alps, but come from all high moun­ 
tains and therefore. In horticultural 
literature, the word '*alplne*' has be- 
come so generalized that it is no 
longer capitalized. 
Unfortunately some om the choic­ 
est alplnes can be grown only in a 
special rockery, where they can have 
cool air, plenty of light, but without 
shade, with constant moisture, but 
perfect 
drainage. 
Yet 
there 
are 
plenty that can be grown In the ordi­ 
nary border which are able to with­ 
stand 
the 
alternate freezing and 
thawing of American winters. 
These 
are the subject of an article in the 
Garden Magazine. 


TOMATOES AS WALL FRUIT. 
Across the middle of our garden 
Is a retaining wall five feet high and 
forty-fl«ve feet long, with the earth 
on the upper side level with the top. 
Early In the spring a row of holes 
was dug about a foot square and a 
foot deep,* three feet back from th« 
wall and filled to the top with fresh 
cow manure. 
As early as the wea­ 
ther would permit a row of tomato 
plants was set halfway between that 
and the wall with the Idea of train­ 
ing the vines down over the wall 
Instead of strklng them up. 
The 
manure pits were kept well watered, 
but no wate 
was applied to the 
surface of the ground. 
The ides 
was that the water from the manure 
pits would find its way to the rooti 
of the vines. 
The vines grew thrift­ 
ily and 
unusually 
vigorously, and 
naturally went down over the wall. 
They soon reached the bottom and 
bore great clusters of tomatoes. The 
foliage entirely hid the wall, and the 
effect of the great bank of vines with 
the ripe tomatoes peeping out was 
pleasing. 
I h e 
sun 
shone directly 
against the wa.ll for many hours each 
day and as a result we picked the 
first ripe tomatoe.s June 15.— Charles

Among the innovations made 
in smart hats is the use of zibeline 
ielLs, which divide favor with cloth 
felts, and the appearance of somewhat 
broader brims than were shown earlier 
In the season. 
Some of the capelines 
deserve the name of picture hats. One 
in rough felt o£ a light peacock-blue 
shade turns up in flutes behind and 
waves over the brow in front. 
The 
crown is of medium height and flat 
topped, and has bands of blue velvet 
folded around it. 
An ostrich feather 
of tho same color is attached behind 
to a velvet bandeau so that its tip 
curls over the edge of the brim, and 
a blue osprey sweeps round from the 
back of the crown to the front. 
Another, also turned up behind but 
not in flutes, is a capeline of biscuit- 
colored cloth felt blocked in one with 
a circular bandeau increasing in width 
toward the back. 
The low-domed or 
basin crown and three-fourths of che 
brim are *sti*etched over with olive 
green velvet, leaving only a border of 
felt visible on the upper side. At the 
base of the crown is a tightly twisted 
torsade of the same velvet. Between 
the crown and turned-up back of the 
brim is a plume of three olive green 
ostrich tips. 
Ribbon velvet to match 
is arranged in a cascade of loops fall­ 
ing from the bandeau behind. 
The deei) pink inscribed under the 
name of Statuette on this season’s 
Color Card is adopted for a smart 
capeline in rough felt trimmed w’ith 
satin, ostrich tips and aigrette to 
match, 
A broad piece of the satin is 
draped tightly round the crown; the 
tips are arranged in poufs surmounted 
by aigrette, and one of these is placed 
on the left side of the crown, and the 
other against the brim. A few of the 
new capelines have tho brim turned 
up in front and pressed down in the 
nape of the neck behind, contrary to 
the rule followed this season. 
How 
far they will take remains to be seen. 
. One of these models is in creamy 
tinted felt, lined, so to speak, with 
ostrich feathers sewn flat agahist the 
brim and trimmed outside wMth vel­ 
vet and a paradise tail, the whole to 
match the felt, 
Anotijcr Js of deep 
purple cloth felt, 
This has the same 
arrangement of ostrich feathers under­ 
neath, but the crown is encircled by 
a wreath of large velvet roses shaded 
from light mauve to dark violet, closed 
by a satin bow.—JMillinery Trade Re­

For cleaning bathtubs, zinc or 
porcelain, it has no rival, and the 
greasiest kitchen sink is made clean 
and wholesome after a bath in the 
same oil. Apply the oil at night, rub­ 
bing the rusty places hard. 
In the 
morning rub the sink tiry, and let tlie 
hot water run through until every 
vestige of the oil has vanished. 
An 
old dust-clogged clock is given a bath 
of kerosene in a simple way, by plac­ 
ing inside a piece of absorbent cotton 
drenched with oil. 
In a few weeks 
time tho cotton will be heavy Avith 
dust and the *works will be clean and 
shining. 


CLEANING A BEDROOM. 
For the weekly cleaning out of a 
bedroom one should collect all the re­ 
quired articles to work with, such as 
the long carpet whisk, the dustpan 
and brush, the dust sheets and the 
mattress brush. 
This is followed by 
the brushing of tho mattress and the 
dusting of the bedstead. 
Make the bed and shake and pin up 
any curtains. 
Remove short muslin 
blinds. 
Dust all the ornaments and 
place on a traj’ outside the room. 
Shako and fold up all toilet covers 
and cover the bed and large pieces of 
furniture 
after dusting with 
dust 
sheets. 
Roll up rugs and mats and 
carry out of the room to be shaken. 
Then sweep the celling, cornice and 
walls with a clean broom covered with 
a clean duster. Shut the ‘windows and 
sprinkle one strip of carpet Avith clean, 
drained tea leaves. 
Sweep the carpet 
with a long-handled carpet whisk to­ 
ward one side, sprinkling and sweep­ 
ing in strips-till the whole is clean, 
afterward sweeping the wooden sur­ 
roundings with a hair broom. 
Then 
open the windows and leave the door 
closed for dust to settle. 
While Availing prepare all the things 
th at have been removed ready to re­ 
place. 
The dust sheets may now be 
removed carefully, shaken in the open 
air. folded and put away. 
Dust first the highest things, Avin- 
dows, door frames, etc., and after rub­ 
bing the furniture, the Avooden sur­ 
roundings should be gone over Avith 
a damp rubber, dry duster and floor 
polish. 
Now clean the Avindow and 
the AA^eek’s duty has been done to the 
bedroom.—New Haven Register.

seeker after knowledge, and above 
all, possessed of a, wonderfully sympa­ 
thetic nature. 
In 1843 she married Isaac Pinkham. 
a builder and real estate operator, and 
their early married life was marked by 
prosperity and happiness. They had 
four children,

and a 
daughter. 
In those good old fashioned days it 
was common for mothers to make 
their own home medicines from roots 
and herbs, nature’s own remedies— 
calling in a physician only in specially 
urgent cases. 
By tradition and ex­ 
perience many of them gained a won­ 
derful knowledge of the curative prop­ 
erties of the various roots and herbs.
